TO THE FOURTH EDITION 

The sale of the Third Edition (of 5,000 copies) of 
a Manual of the type of The Divine Liturgy^ in 
addition to the. sale of even larger numbers of at 
least two, amongst many other Altar books intended 
for different classes of worshippers, and adapted to 
different degrees of spirituality, is a proof that devo- 
tions from Ancient Sources are widely employed in 
the Church of England, as well as a sign of the 
steady advance of the Catholic Revival 

The call for a new Edition of the book has 
enabled the Editor to make certain alterations, in 
the way both of addition and of omission. It is 
now finally presented in a form as perfect as he 
can hope to impress upon a work which has been 
gradually improved by successive revisions. 

The size of the page and of the letter in which 
the Manual is printed have been increased. But by 
economizing space in the re-arrangement of mate- 
rials, the contents have been considerably enlarged 
whilst the published price remains unaltered. The 
cheap edition alone is not re-issued, as the demand 
for it was comparatively small. The present

volume can be bound with several editions of the 
Prayer Book, or with the Collects, Epistles and 
Gospels of the Church. 

Amongst other portions of the work which have 
been omitted from the last issue, may be mentioned 
the Warning and Exhortation in the Office, which 
are not used at the daily Celebration ; some De- 
votions formerly repeated in different parts of the 
book, and now printed under the titie of Common 
Forms, which may be committed to memory; certain 
terminations of many of the prayers, which are in- 
stinctively added by the worshipper ; and the Con- 
ferences, which seemed to be more appropriately 
placed in a Manual, in course of preparation, for 
Altar Worship, than in one devoted to Sacramental 
Communion. 

Amongst the additions may be mentioned one, 
in an element which has always formed a marked 
feature in The Divine Liturgy^ the supply of Eu- 
charistic Hymns. The majority of the Hymns 
printed in the first edition, published in the year 
1862, some of which were subsequently omitted, 
have been replaced. A list of them, in their 
several positions, appears in the Table of Contents \ 
and it may be said, without disparagement to other 
and perhaps more valuable books of devotion, that 
they form the completest collection of Hymns on 
the Holy Communion in our language, available for 
Altar use. The Contents likewise show further 
details of the additions which have been effected 
in this edition. They include a restoration of nearly 
all the strictly devotional matter of the original issue.

The book is mainly intended for actual Com- 
municants in the Office at which they assist. It 
can also be used for Spiritual Communion, and by 
those who worship without reception. In the 
Order of Holy Communion some additional private 
prayers have been inserted to meet the advanced 
requirements of a yearly increasing number of de- 
vout worshippers ; and others have been introduced 
which are suitable only for a High Celebration. 
On great Festivals m many Churches, and ordina- 
rily in some, solemn functions are now held at an 
early hour for the purpose of reception. The 
prayers which are suitable only for these offerings 
of the Holy Sacrifice can easily be overpassed at a 
Low Celebration. 

The private prayers inserted into the frame- 
work of the Office, have been confined, as a rule, 
to such as can be conveniently offered at any one 
Celebration. Longer forms of devotion, suitable 
for use before and after the Consecration, have 
been printed in a division of the book apart, and 
have been arranged for daily use throughout the 
week. This arrangement insures variation in the 
Eucharistic prayers of a large body of the faithful 
who desire, and in many Churches are enabled, to 
adore their Lord daily in the highest act of Chris- 
tian worship, and in the only form which has the 
sanction of Divine institution. 

The sources of the various devotions, as a ques- 
tion of antiquarian interest rather than of religious 
edification, have been omitted : but it may be 
pointed out, in general terms, that the prayers are

drawn chiefly from the old English, the Latin, and 
the Greek rites. Having been formerly made, it is 
not necessary to repeat, also, the acknowledgment 
of hearty thanks to the many contributors to the 
book, and specially to the authors or translators of 
all the hymns. The debt, both as regards the Editor 
of the work and the owner of each copy, is as 
great as ever. 

In conclusion, the Editor ventures to make two 
petitions to his readers. 

First : in view of the urgent needs of the Catholic 
Revival in the Church of England, that whilst the 
efforts of the faithful are not relaxed to increase the 
number of Churches in which the Holy Sacrifice 
is again offered daily, they will earnestly and cease- 
lessly pray for the abiding Presence of our Divine 
Master in the Reserved Sacrament, and for the un- 
told blessings which will ensue from a revival of the 
primitive and Catholic custom of Reservation. 

Secondly : in view of the dangers and difficulties 
which surround English Catholics at the present 
day, collectively and individually, that if any shall 
derive spiritual benefit from the use of this book, 
of their charity they will sometimes remember be- 
fore the Altar of God, whether in life or in death, 
the soul of its Compiler,

Direction of the Intention, 

O HEAVENLY Father, I, Thy unworthy ser- 
vant, presume to appear before Thee this 
day, to offer unto Thee by the hands of our great 
High Priest, Thy Son Jesus Christ, the Sacrifice 
of His most precious Body and Blood.

WHEREFORE, O Lord, earnestly longing for 
the help of Thy grace, I desire to renew all 
my vows to Thee, to renounce all that displeaseth 
Thee, and to walk more perfectly in newness of 
life. I renounce the devil and all his works, and 
the vain pomp and glory of the world, with all 
covetous desires, all excesses in things lawful, and 
whatsoever may lead my heart from Thee, or hinder 
my duty towards Thee, [especially ....]. I also 
renounce all the sinful lusts of the flesh, with every 
thing in thought, word, or deed which displeases 
Thee, [especially ....]; from all which may it 
be Thy good pleasure to deliver me. And do Thou, 

Lord, be pleased so to turn the whole stream of 
my affections to the love of Thee, that Thy will and 
Thy love may be the sole rule and guide of my 
life ; and that I may only love what Thou lovest, 
and only hate what Thou hatest.

Act of Faith, 

MY Lord and my God, I firmly believe, and 
with lively faith confess, that Thou Thyself, 
Very God and very Man, art verily and indeed, 
truly, really and substantially present in this most 
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Holy Sacrament, for Thou hast said, This is My 
Body; This is My Blood. I believe without 
doubt that, under the Form of Bread and Wine, I 
shall receive Thee my Saviour in all the fulness 
of Thy Body, Thy Blood, Thy Soul, and Thy 
Divinity, Who for my sake tookest upon Thyself 
human nature, and for my salvation offeredst Thyself 
upon the Altar of the Cross. I heartily believe this 
undoubted and most awful truth ; for this faith I am 
willing, please God, to lay down my life ; herein, 
through Thy Good Spirit, I desire to live, and, in 
Thy strength, I hope to die.

Act of Hope, 

IN Thee alone do I put my trust, O Lord Jesu

Act of the Love of God, 

HOW wonderful, O my God, is Thy love towards 
me, Thy unworthy creature! It was not 
enough for Thee, Lord Jesus, to die for me in 
agony upon the Cross; but Thou hast willed to 
institute this most Holy Sacrament, to enrich me 
with the greatest of all Thy gifts, to feed me with 
Thyself, and to unite Thyself to me, that Thou 
mayest become one with me. Thou dost lovingly 
invite me to receive Thee; and with desire hast 
Thou desired that I should be made one with Thee. 
O Love, incomprehensible and divine, that God 
should give Himself wholly unto His creature. 
What, then, shall I render unto the Lord for all the 
love that He hath bestowed upon me ? O God of 
Love, worthy of all love, I will love Thee above all 
things. I will love Thee with all my heart, with all 
my mind, with all my soul, and with all my strength ; 
and Thy grace assisting me, I will love Thee above 
all created things : and Thee alone, O Lord Jesu 
Christ, do I desire to love with all the aflfections 
of my heart. Thou art about to give Thyself wholly 
unto me : I desire to give myself wholly unto Thee.

OLORD Jesu Christ, Who by Thy holy

If then we ought, above all 
things constantly to have mutual charity amongst 
ourselves, I desire from henceforth, even for ever, 
to cherish this virtue heartily and above all things, 
and to be Thy disciple in deed and in truth ; to 
judge no one by thought or word ; to grieve no one 
by word or deed ; to injure no one, to envy no 
one, to despise no one : but rather, to love all men 
in Thee ; to honour all men, to rejoice with all men, 
and to prefer all others to myself; to comfort and 
succour all men ; and to do unto all men, both to 
the highest and the lowliest, as I would they should 
do unto me, and as I would do unjto Thee, Lord 
Jesus. And since, O most Mercifiil Lord, Thou 
hast commanded us to love one another as Thou 
hast loved us ; therefore, O my God, I desire to 
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love all men [especially . . . .] as Thou hast loved me ; 
to pray for them, for the forgiveness of their sins, 
for their happiness in this world, and for their 
salvation in the world to come ; and if they have 
offended me, or are about to do me wrong, to for- 
give them their trespasses as I hope for forgiveness 
at Thy hands, O Lord, Who alone art my Hope, 
my Refuge, and my strong Salvation. 

Act of Humility, 

MY Soul, thou art about to eat the sacred Flesh 
of Jesus Christ, and to drink His precious 
Blood at the Altar of the Lord. Art thou worthy 
so much as to gather up the crumbs under His 
Table ? Hast thou well considered what thou art, 
and Who God is ? Thou, O God, art the King of 
heaven and earth, Whom Angels praise, Dominions 
adore, and Powers dread. But what is man that 
Thou art mindful of him, giving him a memorial of 
Thy marvellous works; or the son of man that 
Thou visitest him, coming unto him in this most 
Blessed Sacrament. How, then, can I venture to 
approach unto Thee, Lord Jesus, since by my 
many and great sins I might well say unto Thee, 
Depart from me, for I am a sinful man, O Lord ? 
But, remember, O my soul, that the time is at hand 
when thou art to receive the King of Glory. Re- 
member, that if thou hadst the love of the Seraphim, 
the purity of Angels, the sanctity of the Saints, thou 
wouldest not be worthy, even once, to receive thy 
God. Art thou then worthy to receive Him into 
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thy very self, yea, again and again, wretched and 
miserable as thou art, and spiritually poor and blind 
and naked ? Oh, consider this, and humble thyself 
under llie mighty hand of God. 

Acf of Patience, 

I HEAR Thy words of counsel, O most Patient 
Lord, and I see Thee as it were most truly 
present with me, as a Man of Sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief. I hear Thee saying, both by 
precept and example, that in patience I must 
possess my soul; and that he that would come 
after Thee must take up his cross daily, and follow 
Thee. I desire, therefore, O my God, to take up 
my cross, and to follow Thee ; for I learn that Thou 
wilt not suffer me to be tempted above that I am 
able, but will, with the temptation also, make a way 
for me to escape from the wicked one. I know that 
good and evil, poverty and wealth, health and sick- 
ness, fair fame and reproach are all from Thy 
fatherly hand; and that Thou dost not willingly, 
and for their hurt, afflict the children of men. 
And if we have received good at Thy hand, where- 
fore should we not endure evil ? I will therefore 
bear Thine anger, O Lord, for I have sinned against 
Thee. I will count it all joy, as Thy Apostle 
exhorteth, when I fall into divers temptations ; and 
I will think upon Thee, O most loving Jesus, Who 
for me didst endure such contradiction against Thy- 
self, aye, and dost endure in this Holy Commu- 
nion, that my patience in all my trials, [especially 
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....], being more precious than gold, may be 
found to the praise and glory of Thy Name, Who 
hast suffered so many and such great things for me, 
that Thou mightest enter into Thy glory. 

Act of Desire. 

LIKE as the hart desireth the water brooks, so 
longeth my soul after Thee, O God : my soul 
is athirst for* God, yea, even for the Living God : 
when shall I come to appear before the presence 
of God ? O my soul, the blessed moment, in which 
thy Lord will take up His abode within thee, is at 
hand. Behold, the King of Heaven, the Lord of 
Hosts, the Anointed of God, the Saviour, is about 
to come unto thee. Prepare thyself to receive Him 
worthily, with love. Thou hast made ready the 
upper chamber of thy heart to welcome so divine 
a Guest. Call upon Him, then, to come unto thee, 
with the voice of thy holy desires. Come, Lord 
Jesus, come unto Thy unworthy servant, and make 
Thy abode with him. Come, O divine Keeper of 
my soul, and take possession of my heart, which 
was created for Thee. Come, O Food of Angels, 
and nourish my soul. Come, O Fire of love, and 
enkindle my affections. Come, heavenly Physi- 
cian, and heal me. Come, Thou sole Object of my 
desires. Thou first Beginning and last End of my 
existence, and rule Thou my heart with an absolute 
dominion. Come, and dwell within it, and nourish 
it with divine love, and sow within it the good 
seed of all virtues, which may bring forth fruit mito 
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eternal life. Come, lastly, and nail it to Thy Cross, 
with the nails which nailed Thy hands and feet ; 
pierce it with the spear that pierced Thy sacred 
side ; and with the thorny crown wherewith Thou 
wast crowned, do Thou, Lord Jesus, surround my 
heart on every side, and keep it safe from all the 
assaults of its enemies. 

Act of Gratitude, 

THE time is come, O my soul, when all thy 
troubles are to find an end at the foot of the 
Altar, where thy Saviour is present. Obedient to 
the teaching of faith, and recognizing thy God 
beneath the sacred Eucharistic Veils wTiich hide 
Him from thy sight, thou art about to taste in the 
heavenly Mannac; the most blessed of all enjoy- 
ments here below. Not long since, He was thy 
merciful Judge. He heard thy humble confession ; 
He saw thy tears ; and He forgave thee thy mis- 
deeds. He is now thy Father. Time was when 
thou didst reject His benefits, and livedst in misery 
and sin. Oh, make haste then, in humble gratitude 
to prostrate thyself before the God of Mercy. In 
His presence thou wilt regain thy lost happiness. 
Draw nigh to Him ; and if He permits thee to feel 
pain in the recollection of thy past life. His love 
shall sweeten to thee its bitterness. Draw nigh to 
Him and offer Him the sacrifice of a gratefiil heart ; 
for He is about to add this to all former blessings. 
He is Himself about to become thy Food and 
Nourishment. O my Lord and my God, Thy mer- 
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ciful invitations overwhelm me. O miserable heart, 
so long fed on vanity, come and drink at the 
Fountain of Truth and Life. Oh, for strength to 
support such happiness. Oh, for power to be truly 
grateful for such blessings. Sink down, my soul, 
into the abyss of thy own nothingness before the 
Altar of thy God. From yonder throne of His 
mercy, He calls thee to Himself. He demands 
thee back as a treasure lost too long. Hearest thou 
the voice of thy God and Saviour ? My son, give 
Me thy heart ; give Me that heart which has found 
in the world only fleeting joys and lengthened 
miseries. Yea, Lord Jesu, I give it Thee ; I give 
it to Thee gratefully. 

Act of Adoration. 

PROSTRATE at the foot of Thy Altar, I adore 
Thee, O Almighty and most Merciful God ; 
and firmly do I believe that this holy Sacrifice, 
which I join in offering to Thy divine Majesty, is 
one with the Sacrifice of the Cross, and that the 
Blessed Sacrament which I am about to receive is 
the very Body and Blood of Thy Son, our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ. Grant, I beseech Thee, that I may 
both worship and receive Him worthily, in this 
awful Mystery ; that the holy Sacrament may be 
unto me eternal life ; and also, that by the merits of 
the divine Victim offered unto Thee, I may be made 
areasonable,holy, and lively sacrifice unto Thee, Who 
livest and reignest with the same. Thy Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, One God, world without end. 
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Acf of Oblation, 

IN remembrance, O Lord Jesus Christ, Son of 
the Living God, and to the praise of Thy 
boundless Love with which Thou didst give Thyself 
wholly to us upon the Altar of the Cross, behold, 
I this day join in offering unto Thee this present 
Sacrifice of the Altar, together with all those which 
are offered unto Thee throughout the world by the 
hands of Thy Priests, to be presented to Thy Eter- 
nal Father, in union with and in virtue of that one 
Oblation in which Thou Thyself, dying on the Cross, 
didst once offer Thy sacred Body and Blood, 
for the salvation of the world. Grant that the 
Oblation of the same Thy Body and Blood, Which 
is here renewed in mystery, and is made under the 
Form of Bread and Wine, may effectually obtain 
its proper fruit: and that thereby the living may 
obtain grace ; the faithful departed, rest ; and those 
for whom the Sacrifice is offered, mercy and eternal 
life. 

Act of Thanksgiving, 

O ETERNAL Father, Who wast pleased to in- 
stitute this most holy Sacrifice of the New 
Law, wherein Thy Only-begotten Son might be 
offered unto Thee for the sins of the whole world, 
I join in offering the same to Thy divine Majesty ; 
and in union therewith, I offer myself unto Thee, 
and all that of Thy bounty Thou hast bestowed 
upon me. Accept therefore, O Lord God, this all- 
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holy Sacrifice, which contains in itself the fruit of 
the precious Death and Passion of Thy Well-beloved 
Son, as an act of thanksgiving for the benefits and 
blessings which Thou hast bestowed upon me, and 
as a propitiation and satisfaction for the sins I have 
committed, the good I have left undone, and the 
punishment I have deserved : Wholivest and reignest 
with the same Thy Son, in the Unity of the Holy 
Spirit, One God, world without end. 

Commemoration of the Passion, 

FATHER of Mercies, and God of all Consola- 
tion, Who so lovedst the world that Thou

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witnesses ; to be scourged and mocked ; to be spit 
upon ; to be crowned with thorns ; to be buffeted 
and, struck with a reed ; to be blindfolded ; to be 
stripped of Thy garments, nailed to the Cross, 
and to be raised from the ground on the tree of 
shame ; to be counted amongst thieves ; to have 
vinegar, and gall given Thee to drink ; and to be 
wounded with a lance : do Thou, O Lord, by these 
Thy most holy sufferings, which I unworthy re- 
count, and by Thy holy Cross, and sacred Death, 
deliver me from all my sins, and grant me grace, 
holily and acceptably to approach Thy holy Altar. 
Send Thy Holy Ghost, the Spirit of Grace and 
of Mercy, and make me worthy to draw nigh unto 
the Sacrifice which Thou hast instituted ; and grant 
that the power and operation of the Cleanser of 
sins, and the Healer of wounds, may take from me 
all that is displeasing unto Thee, and may pour 
into my heart the most precious of Thy gifts and 
graces, by which I may now communicate holily, 
and hereafter may live according to Thy blessed 
will. 

Prayer for Grace, 

OMOST Blessed Lord Jesus, Who makest the 
poor in spirit to be rich in grace, come Thou 
unto me, and replenish me with the sevenfold gifts 
of the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, that my soul 
faint not for dryness of spirit. O Lord my God, 
do Thou prevent Thy servant with the blessings of 
Thy sweetness, that I may worthily and devoutly 
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draw near unto Thy holy Altar, that I may have 
grace to honour this mighty Mystery with due faith, 
reverence, and gratitude ; and that I may receive 
it with a pure intention and faithful perseverance. 
May I give diligence, also, to adorn the state of life

Do Thou, O Lord, stir up my 
affections and knit my heart unto Thee ; guide 
Thou the faculties of my soul, memory, intellect 
and will ; and whatsoever is wanting unto me, do 
Thou graciously and bountifully supply ; that my 
faith in Thee may become more strong, that my 
hope in Thy goodness may be increased, and that 
love to Thee and to my neighbour, once kindled 
in my soul, after tasting this heavenly Manna, may 
never decay.

OHOLY Ghost, One, Only, and True God 
with the Father and the Son, without Thee 
man is nothing, and without Thy inspiration we 
are nothing worth ; for only when regenerated and 
bom again, by Holy Baptism, of Water and the 
Holy Ghost, are we members of Christ, and 
children of His Church, which Church Thou dost 
ever govern and protect, make fruitful and sanctify,

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by the continual outpouring of Thy grace and 
goodness. To Thee, therefore, O my God, I offer 
my heart and my whole self. All that I have, all 
that I am, all that I do, I humbly devote and con- 
secrate to Thy divine service. Purify, I beseech 
Thee, by the infusion of Thy seven-fold Gifts, my 
affections and my senses, that I may ever serve 
Thee with a chaste body, and please Thee with a 
pure heart And because we are able neither to 
think anything that is good, nor to do anything 
that is right without Thee, may Thy grace, I pray 
Thee, prevent and always follow me, and make 
me ever to be given to all good works. Lastly, O 
Lord God, because our works of themselves are

Highest overshadowing her. He became our Sa- 
viour, so my wants and infirmities may be sup- 
plied, my needs and weakness may be assisted by 
His infinite Grace, Mercy, and Power : through the 
same, Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Prayers for Spiritual Communion, 

I ACKNOWLEDGE, O Lord Jesu Christ, 
that Thou art the true Bread, Which camest 
down fi-om Heaven to feed us with Thy Own-self; 
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and that with wonderful sweetness, stupendous 
power, and marvellous condescension Thou hast 
concealed Thyself under the Form of Bread and 
Wine ; I know that Thou art pleased earnestly to 
desire to feed my soul imder these visible Forms ; 
and I believe that in Thee, as Thou art present in 
the Holy Sacrament, are hidden infinite treasures of 
spiritual gifts, and the most abundant riches of Thy 
grace : and of these I humbly and heartily desire 
and long to partake.
